Pursuant to the usual call of the Ecclesiastical Authority, the 
Twenty-second Annual Convocation of the District of Spokane 
gathered in All Saints’ Cathedral, Spokane, May 17, 1914. 


FIRST DAY---SUNDAY 


At the hour of 11 a. m., the Holy Communion was cele- 
brated by the Rt. Rev. Lemuel H. Wells, acting Bishop of Spo- 
kane, assisted by the Ven. H. J. Purdue, Archdeacon of Spokane, 
as Gospeller, and the Rev. Chas. E. Tuke, rector of St. Paul’s, 
Walla Walla, as Epistoler. The Rev. Alfred Lockwood, rector 
of St. Michael’s, North Yakima, preached the convocation ser- 
mon on the subject ‘‘The Holy Catholic Church.’’ 

At the hour of 7:30 p. m. there was a missionary mass meet- 
ing with an address on ‘‘Efficiency in Missionary Work,’’ by 


the Rev. H. 8. Gatley of the Church of the Holy Spirit, Missoula, 
Montana. 


SECOND DAY---MONDAY 


At the hour of 7:30 a. m., the Holy Communion was cele- 
brated by the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer, vicar of St. James’, Spo- 
kane, assisted by the Rev. W. H. Bliss, canon of All Saints’ 
Cathedral. 


At the hour of 9:30, the clergy assembled for a ‘‘Quiet Hour’’ 
conducted by the Bishop. 

At the hour of 11 a. m., Convocation was called to order 
with the Bishop in the chair. After prayer by the Bishop, a roll

The presentation of the credentials of the lay delegates was 
ealled for and the Rev. Messrs. Randall and Black were appointed 
a committee on privilege. 

The roll call of parishes and missions followed, but it was 
decided that this was not final until the committee on privilege 
had reported. 

While the committee on privilege was deliberating, the Bish- 
op read his annual report, but action upon the same was delayed 
until Convocation was actually in session. 

The committee on privilege reported that certain lay dele- 
gates were not entitled to seats because of the non-payment of 
convocation assessments as stated in Canon XVIII of the District. 

The Bishop ruled that Sec. 3 of Canon XVIII was not intended 
to interpret Section 2 and that all parishes and missions which 
should pay their assessments before the formal organization of 
Convocation should be entitled to representation. Therefore the 
roll eall of lay delegates was delayed until the Treasurer of the 
District was present to vouch for the payment of such required 
assessment. 

At the hour of 2 p. m., the Treasurer reported the parishes 
and missions which had paid their assessments up to the hour of 
2p.m. and the following accredited delegates answered to 
the roll:

A quorum being present, the Bishop declared that Convoca- 
tion was in session. The Rev. J. G. Robinson took his seat. 

The Bishop appointed as tellers of the clerical vote, the Rev. 
J. A. Palmer and A. C. Haggenmiller and of the lay vote the Rev. 
M. J. Steveris and E. W. Trenbath. 

The Ven. H. J. Purdue nominated the Rev. H. I. Oberholtzer 
for Secretary. The Very Rev. W. C. Hicks moved that the elec- 
tion be declared unanimous and that the chairman cast the vote 
of Convocation for Mr. Oberholtzer. The motion was duly sec- 
onded and carried. The Rev. Mr. Oberholtzer appointed the Rev. 
W. A. A. Shipway as assistant. 

A. W. Lindsay and the Rev. W. H. Bliss were unanimously 
re-elected as Treasurer and Registrar respectively, the Secretary 
casting the vote. 

The Bishop nominated W. S. Gilbert for Chancellor and his 
election was made unanimous, the Secretary casting the vote. 


The Very Rev. W. C. Hicks moved that the Bishop’s address 
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be accepted as read. The motion was duly seconded and carried. 
(See Appendix ‘‘A.’’) 

A. W. Lindsay read his report as Treasurer of the District. 
(See Appendix ‘‘B.’’) 

M. H. Reeves moved that the Treasurer’s report be rejected 
as read and a new report be made by separate accounts before 
going to the auditing committee. The motion was duly seconded 
by Mr. Kent. 

The Rev. Alfred Lockwood moved in substitution for the 
above that the Treasurer’s report be received as read and re- 
ferred to an auditing committee appointed by the Bishop. The 
motion was duly seconded and carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Tuke moved that the visiting clergy, the Rev. 
Messrs. Gatley, Watson and Bragdon be given the privileges of 
the floor. The motion was duly seconded and carried. 

The Very Rev. W. C. Hicks moved that the Treasurer’s sup- 
plementary report as read be printed in the journal this year. 
The motion was duly seconded and carried. (See Appendix ‘‘B’’). 

The Bishop read his financial report. (See Appendix ‘‘A’’). 

The Rev. Mr. Lockwood moved that the report of the Bishop 
be accepted as read and the approval of Convocation be extended 
to the Bishop for the masterly way in which he had handled the 
Bishop’s fund. The motion was duly seconded by the Rev. Mr. 
Randall and carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Robinson moved that it be understood here- 
after that all money for assessments and apportionments must be 
turned in by April 30th and all reports be closed at that date. 
The motion was duly seconded by the Rev. Mr. Reese. The Rev. 
Mr. Randall moved the following amendment: ‘‘That the Secre- 
tary of Convocation notify the treasurers of all parishes and mis- 
sions on the first day of March of each year the amounts of their 
unpaid assessments and apportionments.’’ The amendment was 
duly seconded by the Rev. W. H. Mitchell. Both motion and 
amendment were carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Lockwood offered the following resolution: 


“WHEREAS, A false and absolutely misleading article appeared in 
a recent issue of a Spokane evening paper, purporting to give facts in 
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regard to the conduct of the missionary affairs of the Jurisdiction of 
Spokane, and reflecting upon the officials of the Church, 

THEREFORH, Be it 

RESOLVED, That we condemn in unmeasured terms the article 
in question, both because it is false in fact and unjust in its implications, 
and because it is calculated to injure the Church in this District by pro- 
ducing distrust among our friends and supporters at a distance and is 
not a proper method of regulating any alleged grievances.” 


The Rev. Mr. Lockwood moved the adoption of the resolu- 
tion. The motion was duly seconded by the Rev. Mr. Bliss and 
carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Robinson made the report of the Council of 
Advice. (See Appendix ‘‘B’’). 

The Ven. H. J. Purdue made the report for the Board of 
Missions. (See Appendix ‘‘B.’’) 

The above reports were duly accepted and ordered printed 
in the Journal.

The Rev. Mr. Lockwood moved that Convocation adjourn 
until Tuesday at 9:30 a.m. The motion was duly seconded and 
carried. 
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THIRD DAY---TUESDAY 


At the hour of nine a. m. Convocation was called to order 
by the Bishop and the roll called. The Bishop read prayers. The 
minutes of the previous day were read and approved. 

The Rev. Geo. H. Severance of Oroville took his seat. 

The Rev. Mr. Lockwood offered the following resolution: 


“Since the last meeting of Convocation, the Rev. Hamilton M. Bart- 
lett, Senior Presbyter of the Missionary District of Spokane, has entered 
into rest. 

In 1896 Mr. Bartlett resigned his parish in Christiana Hundred, Del- 
aware, where, surrounded with loving and devoted friends, he held the 
rectorate of a growing and developing parish, and accepted the work in 
North Yakima. The commodious parish house in North Yakima and the 
churches in Zillah and Sunnyside are a part of the fruits of his splendid 
work in the Yakima valley. 

His failing eyesight compelled his resignation of the Yakima parish 
in 1908, when he took up his residence in Kennewick and the parish prop- 
erty there is an evidence of his devotion to and zeal for the Church. In 
our Convocation his counsel and advice was always helpful and construct- 
ive, and as a member of committees and commissions his service was al- 
ways marked by fidelity and wisdom. The District of Spokane, owing so 
much to Mr. Bartlett’s character and example and conscious of its in- 
debtedness for the inspiration of his loving and self-sacrificing service, 
places upon its record this tribute to his memory and prays the Heavenly 
Father to support and comfort the widow in her affliction, and for Mr. 
Bartlett we pray God to grant him eternal rest, and may light perpetual 
shine upon him.” 


The Rev. Mr. Lockwood moved the adoption of the above 
resolution. The motion was duly seconded by the Rev. Mr. Tuke 
and carried with a rising vote. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Legislation, the Rev. Mr. 
Bliss, read the report of that committee and suggested that each 
amendment be read by him with the recommendation of the com- 


mittee and acted upon separately.

The recommendation of the Com- 
mittee was accepted. 

5. Amendment (v), page 22 of Journal of 1913. The Committee 
recommend that this do not pass. The recommendation of the Commit- 
tee was accepted. 

6. Article V, Section 2 of the Constitution. The Committee offer 
the following amendment: For the words “An organized mission shall 
be entitled to two delegates,” shall be substituted the words: “An organ- 
ized mission, having less than thirty communicants shall be entitled to 
one delegate and an organized mission, having thirty or more communi- 
cants, shall be entitled to two delegates.” It was moved that the amend- 
ment be adopted. It was duly seconded and carried. 

Article XIV. To make this Article accord with Canon 50 of the 
General Canons, making the heading read: ‘Delegates to Provincial Sy- 
nod.” Make citation to General Canons to read: (Canon 50, Article VIII, 
General Canons). It was moved that the amendment be adopted. The 
motion was duly seconded and carried. 

8. Canon XV. The Committee having received a proposed Canon 
relating to the Constitution and Organization of the Board of Missions, 
recommend in place of this proposed Canon, the following, to be known 
as Section 4 of Canon XV. “The Board of Missions is authorized to adopt 
its own by-laws, rules and regulations for its own government; and to 
amend or repeal any by-law, rules or regulation so adopted, by a majority 
vote of its members.” It was moved that the amendment be adopted. 

The motion was duly seconded and carried. 

9. Canon XXI. The Committee recommended the following Amend- 
ments: 

That there be added to Section 1 the following words: “Excepting 
such funds as properly belong to regularly elected or appointed Boards 
or Commissions of the District; which funds shall be handled and con- 
trolled by said Boards or Commissions.” Carried. 

10. That the last sentence of Section 3 of Canon XXI be marked 
Section 4, and to it there be added the words: “And any organized mis- 
sion may handle the funds of such organized mission.” Carried. 

11. That there be added as Section 5 to Canon XXI: “The trustees 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Missionary Jurisdiction of Spo-

kane, Washington, shall render a full and complete report to the Convo- 
cation annually, showing all property in their possession, showing the 
amount received during the current year and the amount on hand from 
the previous years; together with the amount of property sold, leased 
or improved during the last year preceding Convocation.” Carried. 

12. The Committee having received a proposed amendment known 
as “Supplemental Articles of Incorporation of the Trustees of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church in the Jurisdiction of Spokane, Washington,” do 
not recommend its adoption, considering the following resolution ade- 
quate: “Resolved, That Convocation request the Trustees of the District 
of Spokane to amend their articles of incorporation to provide for a Board 
of seven Trustees, to be elected annually by the Convocation of the Dis- 
trict.” It was moved that the resolution be adopted. The motion was 
duly seconded and carried. The Trustees of the District acquiesced in 
this change. 


The Bishop made the following appointments:

Mrs. G. W. Clause made the annual report for the Church

The report was accepted and ordered printed. (See Appen- 
ixmee a.) 

The hour of 2:30 p. m. being at hand, the Bishop called for 
nominations for delegates to the Primary Synod of the Highth 
Province. The following nominations were made:

The first ballot on these nominees was ordered. While the 
tellers were counting the ballots, a verbal report of St. Luke’s 
Hospital was made by the Rev. Mr. Randall; a verbal report of 
Brunot Hall by Miss Julia Bailey; a verbal report of Houston 
School by the Rev. Mr. Bliss; a verbal report of St. Paul’s School 
by the Rev. Mr. Tuke. 

The tellers announced the result of the first ballot for dele- 
gates to the Primary Synod of the Eighth Province. The con- 
current vote of both orders showed that the Rev. Messrs. W. H. 
Bliss, Alfred Lockwood, Chas. E. Tuke and J. G. Robinson were 
elected as clerical delegates, and Messrs. J. P. M. Richards, Geo. 
S. Brooke and John H. Pelletier were elected as lay delegates. 
There being no concurrent vote for the fourth delegate, a second 
ballot was ordered. 
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While the tellers were counting the second ballot, the Rev. 
Mr. Lockwood nominated the Rt. Rev. Lemuel H. Wells, Geo. S. 
Brooke and W. 8. Gilbert as Trustees of the District of Spokane. 
The ballot was taken and these men were declared duly elected. 

The tellers reported no concurrent vote for the fourth lay 
delegate to the Primary Synod of the Eighth Province. Mr. Reeves 
moved that since Mr. J. M. Thompson had the highest vote, there- 
fore that Mr. Thompson be declared elected and that the Secre- 
tary cast the vote of Convocation for Mr. Thompson. The motion 
was duly seconded and carried. 

The Bishop called for nominations for the Board of Missions. 
The following clerical members were nominated: The Rev. 
Messrs. W. C. Hicks, Alfred Lockwood, H. J. Purdue, Chas. E. 
Tuke, J. G. Robinson and H. I. Oberholtzer; and for lay members 
Messrs. Wilson Johnson, R. E. Leonard, M. H. Reeves, Geo. B.

The first ballot on these nominees was ordered. While the 
tellers were counting the vote, the Rev. Mr. Bliss gave the report 
of the Board of Religious Education (see Appendix ‘‘B’’) and 
offered the following resolution:

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Mitchell, W. A. A. Shipway, J. A. Palmer and Messrs. F. L. Ker. 
shaw and E. W. Trenbath. It was moved that the Secretary cast 
the vote of Convocation for these men. The motion was duly 
seconded and carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Hicks moved that the Social Service Commis- 
sion be re-elected except that Geo. B. Dresher be elected in the 
place of Denton M. Crow. The motion was duly seconded and 
carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Robinson moved that a committee be appointed 
to devise a plan to facilitate elections. The motion was duly see- 
onded and carried. The Rev. Messrs. J. G. Robinson, Jay UC. 
Black and H. H. Mitchell were appointed. 

The Rev. Mr. Bliss moved that the Secretary of Convocation 
be instructed to have a sufficient number of journals printed and 
that the Secretary be allowed $50 for his services. The motion 
was duly seconded. The Rev. Mr. Lockwood moved to amend as 
follows: ‘‘That each clergyman inform the Secretary now how 
many journals he desired.’? The amendment was duly seconded 
and both motion and amendment were carried. 

The Rev. Mr. Robinson moved that it be the desire of this 
Convocation that the Bishop eall the next Annual Convoeation on 
Sunday as provided in the Canon. The motion was duly seconded 
and carried. 


The Rev. Mr. Tuke offered the following resolution: 


“Resolved, That the thanks of this Convocation be extended to the 
clergy and laity of All Saints’ Cathedral for their gracious hospitality in 
entertaining the Convocation, and also to the churchwomen of Spokane 
and the clergy and laity of Holy Trinity Parish, who served the splendid 
luncheons during the days of Convocation.” 


The Rev. Mr. Tuke moved the adoption of the above resolu- 
tion. The motion was duly seconded and earried. 

The Rev. Mr. Lockwood moved that Convocation adjourn 
sine die. The motion was duly seconded and carried and Convo- 
cation adjourned sine die.

BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


My first and deepest thought is one of thanksgiving to Almighty God 
for such measure of success as has crowned our efforts during the past 
year. My second is a feeling of gratitude and admiration towards the 
clergy and laity who have faithfully and with so much self-sacrifice and 
generosity stood by the work in spite of obstacles and discouragement of ° 
all kinds. Nor do I forget the friends in the East who, without the inter- 
est and stimulus of knowing much of the field, have so generously and 
continuously provided the sinews of war. 

Obstacles. : 

Most of the obstacles we encounter are common to both parishes and 
missions. 

1. The instability of the population is most discouraging and noth- 
ing can be done for its mitigation. We should constantly urge the people 
to take letters of transfer and keep in touch with those who have moved 
until they present such letters. 

2. The petty dissensions among our people. We must do all in our 
power to promote harmony and concord at any cost of effort and unpleas- 
ant interviews. The clergymen must absolutely avoid becoming a party 
to the quarrel or taking sides, no matter how badly he is treated. He is 
there as a peacemaker and his rights or feelings have nothing to do with 
it. He is God’s representative and must entirely sink his personal sen- 
sitiveness. The wives also should be very careful lest they ruin the use- 
fulness of their husbands by dragging them into their personal misunder- 
standings. Because the clergy have authority and power they should 
exercise it in the spirit of meekness and love and self-distrust lest they 
be found not shepherds but wolves ravening the sheep. 

The people also must be considerate and patient with their clergy- 
men, not self-willed nor over-sensitive, but loyal to the Church and to the 
clergymen, whatever may happen, remembering that the Church is 
Christ’s body and the clergy are His representatives. 

3. When I say the third obstacle is in the worldiness of our people it 
is a platitude, but because it is a platitude and so common I would urge 
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upon those committed to my care to ask themselves whether they are 
Christians or worldlings. Their own eternal salvation and the growth of 
the Church of God depend upon the answer they can give. Unless they 
are really a “peculiar” people marked, branded, recognized as different 
from the children of this world, they fall short of genuine Christianity, 
and I call upon both the clergy and the laity to recognize and insist upon 
the heroic side of our Holy Religion, of which the emblem is the cross of 
Christ. 

4. One of the greatest obstacles to our work, especially in the mis- 
sionary field, is found in the divisions of Christendom. The Commission 
on Faith and Order have issued an appeal to all Christian people to cease 
for the coming year to emphasize the differences which separate us and 
dwell upon the unity which we have in the common Christ. I most heart- 
ily second this appeal and would urge you to remember what a drawback 
and a curse this lack of unity is and that the breach can only be healed 
by crucifying our prejudices and conceits and sectarian narrowness and 
insist upon none of these things which divide us except such as are vital 
and fundamental, praying the Dear Lord that we may learn to see this 
important matter aright. 

This has been a year of most serious financial depression. Many of 
our missions have allowed their offerings for the support of their clergy- 
men to decrease and shrink, but the clergyman must live, his salary must 
come from somewhere. I have made earnest appeals to the East for 
larger gifts to help us in our need, but they, too, plead hard times, poverty 
and loss, and so far from increasing donations from the Hast they have 
shrunk $2000, while contributions from our own missions have decreased 
$1000. This will plunge us three thousand dollars deeper into dept by 
September next. In consequence of this we have had to curtail our ex- 
penses, and in several places where clergymen have gone away, have 
been forced to allow the Church to be closed or supplied with only occa- 
sional services. 

I therefore most earnestly urge both clergy and people to come to 
the rescue at almost any sacrifice rather than have our Churches silent 
or even more of them closed and their people deprived of the ministra- 
tions of their holy religion. 


Deaths. 


The American Church has lost from its Episcopate the Right Rev- 
erend William Croswell Doane, D. D., Lu. D., D. C. L., Bishop of Albany, 
who died in New York, aged 81 years, just after our last Convocation, 
having been the Diocesan of Albany for 44 years. In every relation he 
was a leader of men. Whether at the seat of government of our greatest 
state, or in our own General Convention or the Lambeth Conference he 
was conspicuous as the one to whom all eyes turned and about whom men 
rallied for guidance. For him I have the most cordial affection, for as 
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my pastor he prepared and presented me for confirmation and showed 
his regard for me during his whole life. 

The Right Reverend Charles Clifton Penick, D. D., who retired a num- 
ber of years ago on account of a malady contracted while Bishop of Cape 
Palmas, Africa, has also passed away. 

The Right Reverend John Scarborough, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of New 
Jersey, in the 83d year of his age and in the 88th year of his Episcopate, 
having fulfilled his duties as the Diocesan until the time of his death, now 
rests from his labors. 

The Right Reverend William Woodruff Niles, D. D., D. C. L., LL. D., 
Bishop of New Hampshire, one of our ripest scholars, has also passed 
away. While he was an instructor at Trinity College Hartford, as my 
tutor he fitted me for that institution and the intimate and loving rela- 
tion continued throughout his life. His passing away I feel is a great 
personal bereavement. 

The age of all these men recalls the promise of the Fifth Command- 
ment. The Church is poorer by their loss and we pray that God may 
raise up others equal to the work which they have laid down. 

During the year has also occurred the death of the Reverend Reuben 
D. Nevius, D. D. Though at the time of his death and for a number of 
years preceding it he was attached to the Diocese of Olympia, yet a large 
part of his missionary life was passed in Eastern Washington. He was 
the second priest in this District, coming only a year or two later than 
I. He arrived in 1873 as general missionary, starting missions in Baker 
City, Canyon City, La Grand, Cove and Union, Oregon, while he was also 
at work in Lewiston, Idaho; Dayton, Pomeroy, Colfax, and afterwards in 
Sprague, Spokane, Yakima and Ellensburg, Washington, in most of which 
places he built the first Churches and turned over to the Bishop a well- 
developed mission to be carried on by others. 

Dr. Nevius was an accomplished botanist and microscopist of Euro- 
pean fame and was honored both by the Sorbonne of Paris and the Royal 
Botanical Society of Vienna, by having plants named after him. He was 
a man both to love and to be proud of and as we had worked together in 
the early days of the country, so we continued dear friends to the end of 
his earthly pilgrimage. 

We have recently lost the Reverend Hamilton M. Bartlett, the oldest 
presbyter of the District who came to us in 1892—the same year in which 
I was consecrated. He and his devoted wife gave up a delightful parish 
and rectory in Wilmington, Delaware, to come to settle in Yakima on 
one-quarter of the salary he was receiving. He was instrumental in 
building the rectory at the latter place and the Churches at Sunnyside, 
Zillah, Pasco and Kennewick, thus fulfilling his ministry in the Yakima 
valley. I commend his self-sacrifice and earnestness to all. 
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Retirement. 


While my resignation from the District of Spokane was, as you know, 
accepted by the last General Convention, they failed to obtain a successor 
and I was requested to retain this District until such time as one could 
be selected. There seems no immediate likelihood of an extra session of 
the House of Bishops, which would be necessary to elect another Bishop 
for you, and I may remain as your Diocesan until the next General Con- 
vention. Whatever is before us, I wish to say that all the strength which 
God gives me I will spend in your behalf with the same zeal as hereto- 
fore until He shall send you another chief pastor. 


Statistics. 


We have connected with the Jurisdiction of Spokane 22 clergymen, 
20 of these in active work. We have 37 Churches; 19 rectories, 7 parish 
houses, 6 self-supporting parishes and 2 self-supporting missions. We 
have thirty-seven places which have services every Sunday; eleven places 
with services one Sunday in the month, and thirteen preaching stations 
with more or less frequent weekday services. 

Between May 1, 1913, and May 1, 1914, I have held 30 Confirmations, 
confirming 311 persons at the following places:

On account of its financial stress St. John’s Church has called no 
rector and is for the present under the charge of the Reverend W. A. 
Archibald Shipway, of St. Matthew’s, and the Reverend Herbert I. Ober- 
holtzer has taken charge of St. Peter’s in connection with his work at St. 
James’. 

The Reverend M. J. Stevens, who, when a lay reader was in charge 
of Colfax has been assigned to Epiphany, Hillyard, and St. David’s, Lid- 
gerwood, and the Reverend John G. Robinson, on the appointment of the 
Reverend H. H. Mitchell to Colfax, has been relieved of that care and 
devotes his whole time to Pullman, turning over the Palouse mission to 
the Archdeacon. 
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The Reverend H. N. English, I very much regret to say, has broken 
down in health and has had to give up active work in the ministry. He 
is, however, holding services in Sunnyside as far as his health will allow 
until another clergyman can be obtained.

On December 21, the Fourth Sunday in Advent, being St. Thomas’ 
Day, I ordained M. J. Stevens to the Diaconate in All Saints’ Cathedral, 
Spokane.

Buildings and Improvements. 

Hillyard. The little old Church which has served them so well has 
been moved to the back of the lot and will be used as a parish house 
preparatory to the erection of a handsome and substantial house of God 
for which the excavation has been made and the foundation is being con- 
structed. 

Oroville. The Church has been much improved inside and out and 
made comfortable and seemly for Divine Worship. 

Pomeroy. The interior of St. Peter’s, especially the sanctuary, has 
been enriched by an East window and other additions. 

Pullman. The interior of St. James’ has been improved and it is now 
one of the most churchly in the District. 

Republic. The tower of the beautiful stone Church is now finished 
and bell secured, and in the interior floor in basement has been added. 


Wenatchee. St. Luke’s Church has been beautified by a chancel win- 
dow and furnishings for the altar. 


Institutions. 


St. Luke’s Hospital has continued its beneficent work for the sick, 
although in consequence of the hard times with diminished patronage, 
but the standard of service hag nevertheless been kept up and even im- 
proved upon. 

Our three schools have struggled along through the financial depres- 
sion and in spite of all we could do have run behind in their current ac- 
count, but St. Paul’s School Walla Walla, has grown in numbers notwith- 
standing. 


Our Church Home for Children has a new matron, Mrs. Milligan, and 
is full to its capacity—25 inmates. ; 

If the people of our Church would take a personal interest in these 
institutions as do the members of other religious bodies in theirs, the 
Church work would progress and prosper much more rapidly. I commend 
them most heartily to you all and to the general public. 
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And now, Brethren, I commend you to the work of the Church and 
its Lord and Head and pray that you may abound more and more in all 
earnestness and truth.

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MISCELLANEOUS REPORTS 


REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF SPOKANE 


May 19th, 1914. 


The monotony of the work done by the Archdeacon will probably 
make his report monotonous. The work this year has differed very little 
from what it has been in the past. Nearly all the missions were visited 
once a month, and the remainder once in three months. The distance 
traveled, services held, and visits made were about the same as last year. 
The number of persons baptised and confirmed was not quite as large. 
This is to be accounted for by the fact that when a Priest enters a new 
settlement, he can usually find persons who have never been baptised 
and who afterwards desire Confirmation. With more frequent services, 
some of the missions might soon be developed into parishes and with 
more workers in the field more missions could be established. Truly the 
harvest is great and the results must depend on the energy expended. 
In addition to the Archdeacon, who, under the Bishop, should have super- 
vision of all the mission work a priest should be placed in every group 
of missions. That is what present conditions demand. Anything less 
than that means that important needs must go unsupplied, and great op- 
portunities for progress lost. But you naturally ask, “Where is the money 
for the support of so many workers coming from?” The responsibility for 
the work rests upon the Church people of the District and they must an- 
swer this question. If each one does his full duty, we shall not need to 
worry about money. Yet it is hardly probable that we shall see such 
results for a few years; but this is the ideal, it is what the conditions call 
for, and even though it seems somewhat fanciful, earnest effort and con: 
secrated devotion will make it real. I have always trusted God and the 
people. Neither has ever failed me. In my work I look to God for grace 
and to you for co-operation and help. Everyone must admit that the 
aggressive work of the Church, which is her missionary work, is vital, 
not merely to her extension but to her very existence. It was a maxim 
of Napoleon that “the army which remains in its entrenchments is beat- 
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en.” The parish which takes no interest in missions, which does nothing 
to extend the Church beyond its own boundaries, will soon die of its own 
inherent selfishness. The man who noes not believe in missions has 
failed to grasp the very nature of Christianity. Whatever the cost, how- 
ever great the sacrifice required, it is our plain, positive duty to do all 
in our power to extend and perpetuate the Church of God. To insure 
success, two things are necessary—consecrated lives and consecrated 
means. To withhold either is positive sin. The immensity of the work 
to be done and the scarcity of laborers in the field and the meager sup- 
port given by men of large means shows very plainly that we have failed 
to grasp not only the true nature of missions but the great foundation 
principle which underlies all Christian progress. 


A brief summary of the missions follows: 


Republic has added a floor in the basement of their Church, provid- 
ing a place for the Sunday School and Guild to meet in, as well as a 
place where the social side of the Church can be emphasized. It is the 
intention to fit this basement for games and install a library. But just 
as we are planning our advance work, the mines of the Harper Associa- 
tion closed down and one-half of the people leave camp. 

Colville has not added much to the material side of the Church, hav- 
ing had to take care of a sewer assessment, etc, But the membership 
and congregation has shown steady growth. 

Kettle Falls has gone backward in numbers owing to removals. Finan- 
cial trouble in fruit districts are very serious and hurt the work of the 
Church. 

Palouse has gone backward in numbers owing to removals. Four 
years ago Palouse had about 2500 people. Today I am told that there 
are less than 1,000. 

Ritzville has more than held its own and is in a very healthy con- 
dition. 

Starbuck has lost over one-half its Church families owing to the 
strike on the railroad and heavy reduction in the working force. 

Pomeroy continues to forge ahead. It is the brightest spot in my 
missions. 

Deer Park and Chewelah are progressive towns, but the Church 
is only sparsely represented in either of them and we have no property 
there. 

Northport is dead, as is Davenport.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


The Board of Missions met on June 12th, 1913, and organized with 
the Rev. W. C. Hicks as President and the Ven. H. J. Purdue as Secre- 
tary. Twelve meetings have been held with the following attendance: 
Hicks and Purdue, each, 12; the Bishop, 10; Mr. Reeves and Mr. Lindsay, 
8 each, and Mr. Leonard 1. 

The Board also met with the finance committee and again with the 
vestry of St. John’s Church, Spokane. 

It recommended to the Bishop that he engage the services of the 
Rev. Mr. Severance for Oroville, the Rev. Mr. Towson for Toppenish and 
Zillah, the Rev. Mr. H. H. Mitchell for Colfax, the Rev. Mr. Shipway for 
St. Matthew’s, Spokane, and the Rev. Mr. W. H. Mitchell for Pasco and 
Kennewick. The Board also recommended that the Rev. Mr. Stevens be 
transferred from Colfax to Hillyard. The Board recommended the accept- 
ance of the resignation of the Rev. H. O. Nash of Okanogan. 

In considering the missionary budget for the year, it was shown that 
$10,000 was needed for the stipends of the missionaries, which budget 
was duly signed and sent to the Board of Missions in New York. Several 
meetings were necessary before the tangle at St. John’s Church, Spokane, 
over the financial situation could be arranged so that the Church prop- 
erty could be saved from foreclosure. 

Permission was given to purchase a horse and harness for the Rey. 
Mr. Severance and for painting the residence of the Archdeacon. Messrs. 
Lindsay and Reeves were requested to prepare rules of order for the 
government of the Board of Missions, which rules were duly presented 
by Mr. Reeves. 

The board also was instructed to present to this Convocation a reso- 
lution asking that Trinity Sunday and the last Sunday in Advent be des- 
ignated for canonical offerings for Domestic Missions. 

The Board also had under consideration the idea of starting a city 
missionary society in Spokane and the district, but when the report was 
read the committee was discharged. 

The set of by-laws presented by Messrs. Reeves and Lindsay was 
considered and rejected and the committee was thanked and discharged.

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REPORT OF THE CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN 


Since the Convocation of 1913, the Church Home for Children has met 
its running expenses with a bit, perhaps, toward the good. 

At that time, the home was burdened with bills, while the amount 
Owing it greatly overbalanced them and the house was in bad condition. 
The management borrowed $500 on the property, paid outstanding bills, 
put the house in good shape and is keeping it so. During March of this 
current year the Church Home and another which was its outgrowth 
were consolidated and the present matron, a capable, womanly woman 
and a graduate nurse, is caring for twenty-four children, who love her, to 
the entire satisfaction of the Board. During the winter months we aver- 
aged fifteen children. The donations have been many and generous— 
provisions of all kinds, bedding, toys, etc., especially at the holiday time. 
Thanksgiving day brought liberal supplies from All Saints’, Holy Trinity 
and a Methodist Church in Hillyard, with cash donations from All Saints’ 
and St. James’ Sunday School. Brunot Hall has shown its usual generos- 
ity, while the Woman’s Guild of St. David’s has given constant and effi- 
cient help, making and mending, giving materials and faithful service 
which can not be estimated. These gifts are acknowledged on receipt, 
but we wish to make public mention of our thankfulness, 

In giving this report, we would ask the delegates to carry to their 
home Churches some memory of this work, feeling that it is not only a 
parish interest, but also one feature of our work which should appeal to 
the whole district. This with especial thought of our $500 indebtedness, 
the clearing of which will mean a hard struggle, we commend to you. 
Our financial report will show that our outlay must sometimes exceed 
the income and yet meeting these expenses is only a very small part of 
what the Home stands! for. Its aim is not only to shelter and feed its 
helpless little inmates, but to make better and stronger men and women 
than they might hope to be without its influence. 

Will not your branches of the Auxiliary help us, if only financially, 
to make this possible? I hope you may more fully understand what we 
are doing and trying to do. We would urge you to visit the Home, know- 
ing that it is its best recommendation and would insure your interest.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


To the Rt. Rev. President of Convocation: 


The Board of Religious Education wishes first of all to stress the im- 
portance of this part of the Church’s work. Education, in the true sense 
of the word, is as great a necessity in our Church life today as in any 
other branch of work. Neither interest nor efficiency comes before knowl- 
edge, and these are the two supreme factors needed in the Christian life. 
The Church, whether in its appeal to the individual soul, or as the in- 
strument which the Good Samaritan uses to pour the oil and wine of the 
Gospel upon the wounds of a stricken world, can be efficient only as her 
claims are understood and the methods adequate to the needs. 

In the District it is for us largely the problem of the small school. 
The Board feels that many of the difficulties of the small school, where 
there is enough initial interest to use it, can be solved by the Correspond- 
ence course now afforded by the General Board. Wherever there can 
be found one person of average intelligence and some perseverance to 
take the course of training and then impart it to the other teachers of 
the school, there can be gained that insight into modern teaching meth- 
ods without which there can be but little intelligent use of our modern 
material. A study of the appended chart shows only four schools having 
teachers’ training classes. We believe that the use of the Correspondence 
Course for teachers would benefit the schools in this District more than 
any other one thing which could be suggested. 

We have reports this year from schools with a total enrolment of 
1414 as against 1556 last year. The falling off in numbers has been 
largely in the smaller towns. The shifting of the population is probably 
responsible for this to a great degree, but doubtless in many cases the 
fault lies in a lack of interest on the part of the clergy and teachers.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 


The Board of Missions having ordered an assessment of $3,900, double 
the apportionment for general missions from the District of Spokane, half 
of which amount designated for diocesan and half for general missions, 
it has been found necessary to apportion on the basis of 12144 per cent 
of current expenses. This basis has been used with a few slight varia- 
tions, a trifle under 10 per cent of the 121% per cent is assessed for Con- 
vocation expenses. The Board has been hampered as in past years by 
no reports from certain parishes and missions. In such cases the Board 
had to use its discretion. If injustice has been done by this method, the 
responsibility rests not on the Board but on responsible and negligent 
parish and mission officers. 

The Board ordered the Secretary of Convocation to print the follow- 
ing report in the Journal of Convocation, and also send a copy to the 
rector or vicar and treasurer of each parish and mission.
